YORK, Me., Sept. 10 (AP)—Su- 
preme Court Justice Wiley B. Rut- 
ledge has suffered another relapse 
and his condition is critical today. 

Dr. Elmer Tower said the 55- 
year-old Justice, ill at York Hos- 


pital with a cerebral hemorrhage, 
has lapsed into a coma again. 
Justice Rutledge went into a coma 
a week ago but had practically 
emerged from it. His left side is 
paralyzed. 

The phvsician’s bulletin today 
said the jurist’s condition “is un- 
favorable.” Justice Rutledge’s tem- 
perature was 105.6 compared to a 
normal of 98.6. His pulse was 128, 
against a normal of 80 for him. 

His personal physician, Dr. Fred 
A, Geier of Washington, is in at- 
tendance also, He arrived by air 
last night. A hospital spokesman 
said, however, that Dr. Geier, who 
has been here three times since 
Justice Rutledge was taken ill 
Aug. 27, had made plans last 
Wednesday for his current visit. 

Justice Rutledge was stricken 
with the cerebral hemorrhage 
when vacationing at nearby Ogun- 
quit. He is a former dean of the 
law school of Washington Univer- 
sity in St. Louis. 


NAGASAKI A-BOMB 
NOW SAID TO HAVE 
COST 73,884 LIVES 


NAGASAKI, Japan, Sept. 10 
(UP)—The atom bomb dropped on 
Nagasaki on Aug. 9, 1945, killed 
73,884 persons—twice as Many as 


had been previously estimated—it 
was disclosed today. 

The committee on “preservation 
of data of atomic bombing,” which 
has been conducting an exhaustive 
investigation of atom bomb cas- 
ualties, announced that in addi- 
tion to the 73,884 killed, 76,796 
were “injured or missing” after 
the blast. 

Previously, it had been estimat- 
ed officially that between 35,000 
and 40,000 were killed. 

About 80,000 were killed in the

Condition of Jurist Suf- 38-Foot Cabin Cruiser Is 


Swamped Off Massa- 
chusetts Coast in Vio- 
lent Storm. 


NANTUCKET ISLAND, Mass., 
Sept. 10 (AP)—Nine bodies were 
picked up by Coast Guard boats 
today after a 38-foot cabin cruiser 
swamped in heavy seas last night 
during a violent thunderstorm. 
Two others of the cruiser’s passen- 
gers swam ashore. 

One of the survivors, Russell 
Palmer, 24 years old, skipper of 
the ilifated cruiser Constance, 
swam ashore here. 

The name of the second sur- 
vivor was not learned. 

Palmer was carried to the home 
of Mrs. Stanley C. H. Fitch after 
he was found exhausted on the 
beach. 

Mrs. Fitch quoted er as 
saying he started the long swim 
to Nantucket after banding to- 
gether other members of the party 
floating in lifejackets. 

The yacht skipper was barely 
able to speak, Mrs. Fitch said, but 
mumbled something about 11 per- 
sons— three of them children — 
struggling in the water. He also 
placed the time of the sinking at 
about 5 p.m. yesterday. 

As the rescue continued the seas 
were reporte d smoothing with 
winds dropping to 10 miles per 
hour. A blow last night brought 
gusts up to 45 miles per hour. 

Those involved in the sinking 
included a Protestant minister, the 
Rev. Hubert A. Allenby, and his 
family who chartered the cruiser 
yesterday for a trip to Nantucket. 
The 11 persons were dumped into 
the sea during a blow after a day 
cruise. from Falmouth.

30 years. He admitted he used 
Hunt’s office to dictate a memo- 
randum in which he had “black- 
balled” all candidates for his job 
as chief of the chemical corps. He 
said he also had written another 
memorandum lauding his own 
abilities. 

He had testified that the memo 
evaluating the abilities of his 
brother officers was requested by 
Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan of 
St. Louis, President : Truman’s 
Army aide. He said Vaughan had 
encouraged him to succeed himslf. 

Waitt had insisted there was 
nothing improper in his relations 
with Hunt. 

Feldman had testified that he 
had furnished Hunt an advance 
list of tentatively proposed Army 
clothing and equipment purchases, 
but he denied that he had ever 
done anything improper. 

Gray’s announcement today was | 
based on a study of the Senate 
committee hearing record, an in- 
vestigation by the Army Inspec- 
tor General and personal conver- 
sations with Feldman and Waitt.

000 reward for conviction of the 
ballot box thieves was left stand- 
ing. 

“As to the ballot theft case,” the 
jury’s report said, “it is believed 
that at least one law enforcement 
agency may have enough evidence 
to secure a conviction, and if so, 
one or more informants may qual- 
ify to receive the reward.” 

The jury reported it had received 
many letters in. its call for infor- 
mation by the secret letter meth-

| Industrial production rose in Au- 
| gust for the first time since Octo- 
ber 1948, the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers said today. 

The council said preliminary 
estimates place the Federal Re- 
serve Board’s index of industrial 
production during August at 169, 
seven. points above the estimated 
index for July and level with that 
for June. 

The index is based on the 1935- 
39 average as 100. 

“Preliminary estimates indicate 
that industrial production in Au- 
gust fully recovered the 4 per cent 
drop in July, which had been due 
in part to the spreading practice 
of plant-wide vacations, especially 
in non-durables,” the council said. 


“This was the first rise since 
October 1948.” 

The council’s comment and the 
Federal Reserve Board's estimate 
of the index were published in 
Economic Indicators, a monthly 
compilation which the council pre- 
pares for the joint congressional 
Economic Committee. 

Meanwhile, the Department of 
Labor reported that loy~ 
ment insurance claims dropped 
again last week, continuing a 
downward trend that started in 
mid-July. 

In a report covering 33,000,000 
workers under state unemploy- 
ment insurance laws, the depart- 
ment said initial claims last week 
totaled 239,000 about 12,000 less 
than the previous week. Continued 
claims, the department said, de- 
clined 50,000 to a total of 2,072,000.

‘ All three men were from New 
York City. They were reported en 
route to northeast Quebec where 
deposits of titanium ore have been 
discovered. Titanium is a medium 
weight ore expected to bridge the 
gap between aluminum and steel. 

The 16 other passengers, includ- 
ing three children and crew of 
four -—- all Canadians — died in- 
stantly. 


Explosion Before Crash. 

There was no fire following the 
crash although witnesses said they 
heard an explosion before the ship 
plunged to earth.

Stannard Planned to Retire. 

Stannard, who nad been with 
Kennecott for 39 years, 18 of 
them as president, planned to re- 
tire Jan. 1 when Storke was to 
take over direction of the cor- 
poration. Stannard was born Dec. 
9, 1882, in Chittenango, N.Y., and 
was educated at Phillips-Andover 
Academy and the Sheffield Scien- 
tific School at Yale University 
where he was graduated in 1905. 

After his graduation, he worked 
for the Federal Lead Co. in vari- 
ous parts of Missouri before join- 
ing Kennecott. He was sent to 


in 1911 and then joined the parent 
company in Alaska in 1914. He 
became president in May 1933. 


Stannard was elected a director 
of J. P. Morgan & Co., Inc,, in 
December 1942. He also was con- 
nected with the Johns Manville 
Asbestos Co. 

Storke was born in Auburn, 
N.Y., May 21, 1894. He attended 
Stanford University and Colorado 
University. He joined Climax 
Molybdenum in 1917 and rose to 
president of that company. He 
was a director of several African 
mining companies, including Roan 
Antelope Copper Mines, Ltd., Rho- 
desian Selection Trust, Ltd., Mu- 
fulira Copper Mines, Ltd. and 
Selection Trust, Ltd. 

Parker was born Aug. 31, 1807, 
at Olney Springs, Colo. He at- 
tended the University of Denver 
and, in 1019, was graduated from 
the Colorado Schoo! of Mines with 
an engineer of mines degree. 

Parker was at one time active 
in African copper companies. Be- 
sides being vice president of Ken- 
necott, he was president of the

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP)— 
Seaman Patrick Ryan, who said 


he missed his ship and was shang- 
haied by the French Foreign Le- 
gion, has been gvien a four-month 
sentence by a Navy court-martial 
for “unauthorized absence from 
uty.” 

Announcing this today, the Navy 
said the original charge of deser- 
tion against Ryan had not been 
proved. 

The 24-year-old seaman at his 
trial last week exhibited scars and 
broken teeth he said he got as a 
result of being fareed into the 
Legion. 

The Navy said Ryan will be 
sent to the naval retraining cen- 
ter at Norfolk, Va., to serve his 
sentence. It said Ryan then will 
be given a “bad conduct dis- 
charge” from the Navy. 

The sentence, however, is sub- 
ject to review by Secretary of the 
Navy Francis Matthews. He could 
further reduce it or set it aside. 

Walter H. Moorman, counsel for 
Ryan, said he * ould immediately 
file an appeal brief with the Sec- 
retary and ask for a hearing on 
what he alleges were errors in law 
in the proceedings before the 
court, 

The court first sentenced Ryan 
to serve six months. That wo; 
reduced to four months by R. 
Adm, Glenn B. Davis, head of the 
Potomac river naval command, 
who reveived the verdict, 

At his trial, Ryan said he “got 
tight” and missed his destroyer 
when it sailed from San Remo, 
Italy, July 3, 1947. Then, he said, 
he was shanghaied into the Le- 
gion and was taken to Indochina. 
The seaman said he escaped and 
got to China where he got in 
touch with American authorities. 

Ryan is in the nova! hospital 
at nearby Bethesda, Md., under- 
going treatment.

the train, the Cotton Belt and the 
Missouri Pacific use the 
tracks. 

From Dupo, Ill., to Illmo, Mo., 
near Cape Girardeau, the Missouri 
Pacific tracks are used also by the 
Cotton Belt. Under a reciprocal 
arrangement, the Missouri 
cific uses Cotton Belt tracks from 
Ilimo to Paragould, Ark. 

At 10:30 o’clock last night, 
another Cotton Belt freight train 
was stopped at Valley Junction by 
the picket line and again the 
crew backed up the train to the 
yards. Then at 11:32 p.m., Train 
No. 5, the first section of the Cot- 
ton Belt Morning Star, a combi- 
nation coach and Pullman train, 
was to leave Union Station for 
Dallas, Tex., but the crew re- 
fused to take the train out. Union 
officers said the reason was that 
there were apparently some Mis- 
gsouri Pacific cars in that train. 

Then Train No. 6, the second 
section of the Cotton Belt Morn- 
ing Star, which was due here 
from Dallas at 8:28 a.m., was 
halted at Illmo by another picket 
line. About 100 passengers on the 
train reached Illmo at 6:48 a.m. 
They spent their time “moseying 
around the town and eating break- 
fast” in Imo, a trainman re- 
ported. 

The passenger train at Union 
Station, No. 5, was still in the 
station this afternoon, Some pas- 
sengers remained in their Pullman 
berths all night; others went home, 
asking to be notiifed when the 
train would start, and still others 
took other trains to the south. 

A Cotton Belt freight train which 
was to leavet he East St. Louis 
yards at midnight and another 
which was to leave at noon today 
were both held in the yards be- 
cause of the picketing at Valley 
Junction. Unless the pickets were 
withdrawn, a railroad spokesman 
said, more Cotton Belt freight 
trains would halt- at Illmo this 
afternoon. 

Cleared Up, Statement Says. 

After negotiations with the 
union leaders, it was announced 
that the misunderstanding had 
been cleared up and that full serv- 
ice on the Cotton Belt would be 
restored. 

R. E. Davidson, assistant grand 
chief of the Locomotive Engineers, 
said chief executives of the four 
brotherhoods in Cleveland, O., dis- 
cussed the Cotton Belt situation 
this morning and were in full 
agreement that there should be no 
interference with that road or 
with any other railroad. 

Davidson made it clear, how- 
ever, that no railroad would be 
permitted to operate any Missouri 
Pacific trains or handle any Mis- 
souri Pacific equipment. 

A spokesman for the Missouri 
Pacific reported today that 20,000 
non-operating employes and all 
5000 operating employes were idle, 
leaving only 2000 workers still on 
the job. 

Other railroads serving the 
Southwest were taking over pas- 
senger and freight business of the 
Missouri Pacific. Truck lines also 
were being used by industries 
gerved by Missouri Pacific spurs. 

Last night, the Missouri Pacific 
spokesman continued, there was 
“a little confusion and congestion” 
at Union Station when it became 
necessary for passengers to ex- 
change Missouri Pacific tickets 
for those of other lines. 


Train crews declined to move 
any trains carrying passengers 
who offered Missouri Pacific tick- 
ets, the raidroad spokesman said. 
The passengers, therefore, had to 
exchange their tickets before 
boarding other trains, like the 
Frisco and the Missouri-Kansas- 
Texas, for Texas and other south- 
west states. 


Informed that union officers 
said they had made the last offer 
—to withdraw 80 of 282 claims 
based on the differing interpreta- 
tions of operating rules—the Mis- 
souri Pacific spokesman said it 
was “ridiculous to think that the 
railroad would reject such an of- 
fer.” He continued: “Certainly the 
Missouri Pacific would not reject 
any offer of that kind.” 

Meanwhile, however, both sides 
waited for the other to make a 
move. 

Awaiting Developments. 

Neff, chief executive officer for 
the railroad, was in his office in 
the Missouri Pacific Building, and 
heads of the four unions were at 
the York Hotel, awaiting develop- 
ments, 


The railroad spokesman repeat- 
ed if other lines wish to use Mis- 
souri Pacific cars, “we'll certainly 
let them use the cars.” However, 
international officers of the four 
unions already had instructed all 
their members on connecting rail- 
roads to handle no equipment of 
the Missouri Pacific. 

As the strike went fully into ef- 
fect, 600 steam locomotives, 115 
diesels and 640 Missouri Pacific 
passenger cars were sent to round- 
houses and yards. All the rail- 
road's equipment was idle. Other 
railroads and busses put on extra 
equipment to handle the new load. 

In the greater St. Louis area, 
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the railroad reported, 500 operat- 
ing employes and 3300 clerical, of- 
fice and mechanical workers Were 
idle. 

At De Soto, Mo., where the rail- 
road has a freight car building 
and repair shop, about 400 to 500 
non-operating employes were laid 
off. 

In Sedalia, Mo., about 1500 non- 
striking employes of the Missouri 
Pacific locomotive and passenger 
car repair shops were out of work. 
The plant there is one of the two 
largest ‘on the system. 

Only two men remained offi- 
cially at work. They were the 
general superintendent and an of- 
fice employe who was preparing 
final payroll checks to be issued 
Monday. The weather-beaten red 
brick depot was closed and win- 
mows were boarded. The freight 
office remained open, however, to 
handle routine business. Sedalia’s 
principal payroll was shut off by 
the strike.

Davidson reported the union of- 
ficers had discussed the possibility 
of Government seizure of the rail- 
road but felt that. the strike was 
not a national emergency and 
therefore Government seizure was 
not in order. 

In Washington, Government 
transportation experts said the 
only means by which the Govern- 
ment can force an end to the 
strike is to seize the Missouri Pa- 
cific. There was no indication, 
however, that that possibility was 
being considered. A 1916 law en- 
ables the President, in wartime, 
to order the Army to take over 
and operate any transportation 
system. Officials said this law 
could be invoked in the strike be- 
cause the country still is techni- 
cally at war. Once the railroad 
was seized, employes could be 
stopped from striking by court 
order. 

Daily Meetings Started. 
Shortiy after the strike began 
yesterday, about 400 of the 650 St. 
Louis strikers held the first of a 
series of daily meetings at United 
Halis (formerly Jeffla Hall) at 
Jefferson and Lafayette avenues. 
It was a closed meeting that 
lasted two and a half hours. 
Before and after the meeting, 
the engineers, firemen; conductors 
and trainmen were reserved, as 
always, appearing to take the 
strike as a matter of course. The 
meeting iteslf was quiet and there 
were no demonstrations. 

Most of the strikers are mature 
men, many in their 50s, and none 
appeared unduly disturbed about 
the walkout. Before the meeting, 
they gathered on the sidewalks in 
front of the hall and talked about 
the Cardinals, painting their 
houses and, occasionally, about the 
strike itself. One remarked that 
he didn’t care how long the strike 
lasted because his brotherhood had 
millions of dollars in its treasury.

The gunman pro- 
duced a rope and forced Ahlgrim 
to tie Mrs. Meade’s hands behind 
her head. 

Mrs. Meade said the gunman 
then attempted to force Ahlgrim 
into the trunk of the automobile, 
and a scuffle followed. She said 
she heard four shots and ran from 
the alley while the gunman fled 
in the opposite direction.

Dr. Paul 
Dunbar, commissioner of pure 
foods and drugs, feels it is an in- 
dication that illegal sales of bar- 
biturates here are more common 
than anywhere else. 

“The immediate effects of the 
pills are serious enough, leading, 
as they frequently do, to acciden- 
tal death from an overdose. But 
even more dangerous is the fact 
that continued use results in a de- 
terioration of the mental faculties 
and eventual incapacitation for 
useful work.”

_ From the Hawaii Employers 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is reassuring to see a paper of na- 
national influence like the Post-Dispatch 
take an interest in our four-month-old 
waterfront strike. I refer to your edi- 
‘forial comment of Aug. 7, in which you 
orge voluntary arbitration of wages as 
“an equitable way out.” 

You say “It is difficult to understand 
why the employers have rejected the 
repeated union offers of arbitration.” 
Without question the matter of wage ar- 
bitration in this dispute is a difficult 
one to understand fully. Specific con- 
siderations applying to this local dispute 
must be weighed along with objective 
arguments on the merits of arbitration. 

As you point out, employers in Hawaii 
are opposed to wage arbitration on prin- 
ciple. And rightly so, we feel. The de- 
cision of any third party, no matter how 
well-intentioned, is onerous when it ap- 
plies only to one party. It is manage- 
ment which must meet the added cost 
of higher wages, not the unions. Collec- 
tive bargaining is the only way to get 
equity in wage disputes. 

; * > ~ 

But apart from these considerations 
there is the matter of history. This 
union, the ILWU, forced the acceptance 
of wage arbitration on the West coast 
waterfront industry back in 1934. Pres- 
sure by the public and President Roose- 
velt forced the issue. The ILWU hailed 
the onset for arbitration as the beginning 
of an era of “industrial peace” for the 
troubled Pacific waterfronts. But what 
happened? 

Instead of “industrial peace” 14 years 
of continual warfare ensued. Since 1934 
there have been more than 1400 wildcat 
work stoppages and five major strikes. 
Thousands of man days were lost. 

A public member of the coast maritime 
board was moved to comment: “Hardly 
a day passed but that some stoppage 
took place in violation of contract.” And 
this is the same union which proposes to 
bring peace and harmony to Hawaii's 
docks, all wrapped up in bright’s paper 
and marked “arbitration.” By their fruits 
shall ye know them. 

- ~ * 

You mention government seizure of 
stevedoring and operation of our docks 
at pre-strike wages as “crass interven- 
tion on behalf of the employers.” Had 
the Territorial Government set any oth- 
er wage figure it would have been crass 
intervention. Any amount within the 
bargaining range would have weighted 
negotiations in favor of one party or 
the other. The Territory followed cus- 
tom and adhered to equity in paying the 
pre-strike wage rate to its interim long- 
shoremen. Remember, whatever wage is 
agreed to will govern the industry there- 
after and all longshoremen will be paid 
that wage. ° 

(Editor’s Note — In its editorial of 
Aug. 7, the Post-Dispatch said: The Gov- 
ernment proposes to pay the pre-strike 
wage. If it does this for an indefinite 
period, the result will add up to crass 
intervention on behalf of the employers 
and the nullification of the employes’ 
right of collective bargaining.)

In another comment on the dock seiz- 
ure law, you say the “anti-Communist 
oath ... provision may make it more 
difficult to achieve ... compliance with 
the new law...” The use of loyalty 
oaths is by no means uncommon either 
in federal or state governments. There 
is no reason why their use in Hawaii 
should be considered unusual. 

The acid test of the Territory’s opera- 
tion of port facilities lies in the job of 
work it does. From the date of seizure, 
there have been more than enough ap- 
plicants, willing and qualified, than there 
have been Government longshoring jobs. 
And cargoes are being discharged and 
loaded at our docks once again. More 
and more vessels every week enter and 
leave our ports without incident. 

By the time this reaches you there 
may be a wage settlement acceptable 
to both parties. Cyrus Ching’s media- 
tion of the dispute in New York may do 
what local negotiations have failed to 
do: get realistic, good-faith bargaining 
from the union side of the table. We hope

Not “Ethical”? 

No doubt the striking railroad brotherhoods 
can shut down the Missouri Pacific about as 
long as they please. These are old, powerful 
and prosperous unions. If public esteem means 
anything to them, however, their account in that 
bank is already overdrawn though their strike is 
but one day old. . 

The reason is that the strikers have offered 
the public no good reason for not arbitrating 
their complaints. Federal officials pleaded with 
them for this peaceful solution. Wherever else 
the Missouri Pacific management may be at 
fault, it agreed to arbitration, and to be bound 
by the verdict. 

At first the unions objected that a verdict 
from the established tribunal might require five 
years because of a clogged docket of earlier 
cases. The company then agreed to a special 
tribunal. But the brotherhoods turned that 
down, too—because, their spokesman says, they 
“do not believe it is ethical to arbitrate the 
right to work earned through years of seniority. 
Rules of the agreement would not mean a thing 
if they can be changed by arbitrary action and 
then arbitrate after several years the rights thus 
impaired.” 

This is a tortured excuse. It is not a .ques- 
tion of having arbitrators change the rules. The 
question is whether the railroad company has 
violated or misinterpreted the existing rules. If 
an arbitration board found violations, the com- 
pany would be required to make recompense 
and amend its conduct. Or if the arbitrators 
upheld the company, then the unions would 
have no fair reason for a strike. 

Do the strikers fear, then, that they have the 
weaker side of an appeal to impartial reason? 
Are they trying to win by a strike something 
they fear could not be won under a fair inter- 
pretation of the very rules they profess to be 
defending” | 

The railway labor system is expensive enough 
at any time, and the expense pyramids during 
a strike. When these 5000 Missouri Pacific op- 
erating men walked out, the immediate result 
was to cut off the income of 20,000 non-striking 
employes and to damage many other innocent 
bystanders in 10 states. 

Yet they are willing to say it would not be 
“ethical” to arbitrate their quarrel. 
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The Decline of Swearing 

Swearing is a lost though noble art, Examiner 
Louis Plost of the National Labor Relations 
Board ruled in the case of a woman employe 
who was fired for using it. The trouble is that 
when people swear now they merely repeat 
something they heard somebody else say. Swear- 
ing has become formalized, even classicized, and 
it’s too bad. 

When it is really the royal purple, swearing 
is original and inventive, impassioned and as 
deftly improvised as the balfade Cyrano de 
Bergerac composed while fencing, a work that 
comes as beautifully and as spontaneously to life 
as Venus rising from the foam. 

Mr. Plost attributes the decline in the quality 
of swearing to the advent of the gasoline en- 
gine, which removed its most provocative object 
—viz., the mule. However, he overlooks one of 
the most fruitful and convenient fields of swear- 
ing. Men haven’t always ripped out a few for 
the single reason that they were annoyed. Some 
of*the most talented swearing in the history of 
the commonwealth has been composed and pre- 
sented because a fellow felt too happy to keep 
it to himself, and wanted to brag about it. 

We hope Mr. Plost is wrong about its being 
a lost art. It would be more cheerful to think 
that it has just been temporarily misplaced. 
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Cancer Shows the * 

From a meeting of cancer expc. .t Ports- 
mouth, N.H., comes word that there are not 
enough doctors in the United States to make 
the examinations necessary for the early detec- 
tion and possible cure of this killing disease. 
Every person should have a check-up once a 
year, say these experts, and those over 45 ought 
to be examined every six months. Yet counting 
one hour for an examination—and some doctors 
may say that a thorough X-ray examination can 
hardly be made in that time—this would call for 
the full working time of 195,000 doctors. And 
there are only 160,000 in the United States. 

Faced by this staggering fact, the American 
Cancer Society is doing what it can to find a 
quicker way of detecting this insiduous disease 
which, in its early stages, may give its victims 
almost no warning. That is in the laps of the 
gods. Indefatigable research, however, }s being 
brought to bear on the problem, and one hopes 
that it will yield results sooner rather than later. 

But there are so many other crippling and 
killing diseases. Even if a speedy cancer test 
is discovered, there still will be an enormous 
amount of work for doctors if the American peo- 
ple are to receive adequate medical care. And 
the health of the people is essential to the pros- 
perity and the security of the nation. Even when 
humanitarian considerations are left out of the 
picture, it ought to be clear that the United 
States cannot afford to squander its human re- 
sources. 

That is why stand-pat opposition to all phases 
of the Administration’s health program is so dis- 
couraging. The least the present Congress might 
do is to provide aid for wider medical educa- 
tion. The cancer experts have proved that the 
nation needs more doctors. : 
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It looks like some of our genuine 100 per cent 
Americans were willing to settle for 5. 
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A Banker on Managed Economy 

Since “managed economy” is often made a 
smear label, it is refreshing to hear a spokes- 
man of business use the term without malice. 
Leslie Curry of St. Louis, a Mercantile-Com- 
merce vice president, who is also president of 
the Missouri Bankers Association, has done it. 
“This country,” he told a luncheon club at Ex- 
celsior Springs, “will continue to have a man- 
aged economy for some time. It is necessary 
to manage the national debt, and to do that 
you must have managed economy.” 

This doesn’t mean that the Government is 
dictating or should dictate to people. It does 
mean that the Government must influence the 
economic climate in which business is trans- 
acted. It must exercise firm direction, for ex- 


ample, on the volume of credit and level of in-° 


terest rates. 

Actually, the Government has done considera- 
ble “managing” in this field ever since the Fed- 
eral Reserve System was born in Wilson's time. 
It is true that the later national administrations 
of the 1920s lived in a dream of non-managed 
economy, but it ended in the nightmare of de- 
pression. Then the Government had to step into 
new fields. Even Herbert Hoover, the mortal 


enemy of “statism,” waded ankle-deep in man- 
aged economy with the Farm Board and the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation, 

Wars always require more central economic 
management—which is a big secondary reason 
for avoiding wars. 

Most people undoubtedly hope that the area 
of private decision, the area of non-managed 
economy in which the Government keeps its 
hands off, will always be very broad in this 
country. That will depend on how citizens and 
businesses make their private decisions—how 
well they eliminate and avoid the ills that de- 
mand managed economy. 
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In the Wrong Court 

For two reasons a naval court of inquiry does 
not seem the best agency to investigate the B-36 
affair. One reason is that this procedure in- 
volves the Navy in investigating itself. In addi- 
tion, the naval court faces the prospect of in- 
vestigating a Congressman, which it is not like- 
ly to do. 

Cedric Worth was suspended as a Navy civili- 
an employe after he admitted writing all the 
innuendoes about corruption in a memorandum 
concerning B-36 contracts. He conceded that 
there was no basis for his charges against the 
Air Force, and he also took all the blame upon 
himself. 3 

It hardly seemed, however, that Worth alone 
and without orders could have done the work, 
or would have risked his job to do it. So the 
primary question was how much responsibility 
the Navy Department itself had for the malicious 
memorandum about a rival service. . 

The Navy has every right to investigate the 
affair, and a duty to look into the activities of 
its employes. But a department that is the sub- 
ject of an investigation is hardly the best de- 
partment to make it in this case. Whatever the 
results of such an inquiry might be, they would 
always be open to suspicion of whitewash. 

In the latest testimony, the naval court heard 
that Representative Charles B. Deane of North 


Carolina asked for a summary of information 


about the B-36, which Worth prepared. But 
Deane’s interest in the matter has not been 
clarified, and perhaps it will not be. 

Executive agencies, such as the Navy Depart- 
ment, do not make a practice of investigating 
members ofeCongress. Congressmen are civili- 
ans, they hold the Navy’s purse strings, and cer- 
tainly their position is aloof from other branches 
of government. 

The very group that began the B-36 inquiry 
is the agency that ought to continue it—name- 
ly, the House Armed Services Committee. It 
has both authority to discover the Navy’s role 
and power to ask questions of a Congressman. 
Moreover, this committee undertook a responsi- 
bility td search out the full facts concerning the 
B-36 case, and it should finish the job.

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Fire Dept., Fourth Class 


Mayor Darst promises to raise St. Louis from 
a fourth-place rating in fire protection. Where 
the Fire Department is concerned, the Mayor 
has already spent much of the summer getting 
rid of Chief Egenriether. If this affair had any- 
thing to do with efficiency, the Mayor never 
made it plain. 

The fourth-class rating which Mayor Darst 
is concerned about was established by the Na- 
tional Board of Underwriters nine years ago. The 
new Fire Chief, Walter Kammann, says that 
much old equipment has been replaced since 
then, and more men have been added to the 
force. So it appears that steps were taken un- 
der Chief: Egenriether to improve the depart- 
ment. 

Mayor Darst now says, “I have assured the 
Fire Chief I will continue to oppose any re- 
ductions in the fire-fighting personnel.” This 
recalls that what led Egenriether to resign was 
the Mayor’s earlier threat to reduce personnel. 

Later Mayor Darst agreed not to dismiss any 
firemen—except the Fire Chief. The Mayor's 
obstinacy left a cloud on the merit system, which 
is supposed to protect all firemen. Certainly 
it did not help Fire Department morale, on 
which efficiency largely depends. 

When, however, St. Louis is in the fourth 
class in anything worthwhile, the city will en- 
courage its Mayor to put it in the first class, 
where St. Louis belongs.

A Reader Tackles Mr. Holman

Bar Association head criticized Supreme Court's refusal to enforce 
restrictive housing covenants; reader consults the Bill of Rights 
of and asks some questions; wonders if he has spent four years study- 
ing what he thought was the American way, only to be mistaken. 


A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


Your article which summarized Frank E. 
Holman’s address to the American Bar As- 
sociation raised a host of questions in my 
mind. First, and most important, is wheth- 
er I have spent four years learning about 
the American form of government, partic- 
ularly its spirit, only to find that the 
fundamental principles are not as I have 
learned, but something else altogether. 

When one of®such prominence has 
reached such a pre-eminent position as 
president of the American Bar Association 
and takes a stand on civil liberty and op- 
portunity for education as Mr. Holman has, 
it seems to me that not only aspirant stu- 
dents of government, but students, period, 
should reflect on the value of knowledge 
thus far gained. 

I was taught in an elementary course 
called American Government that the Con- 
stitution was a covenant, guaranteeing cer- 
tain fundamental rights—freedom of wor- 
ship, etc.—whjch are enumerated, and by 
virtue of these enumerated rights, there 
are certain implied rights—synonomous 
with natural rights. The spirit of the Con- 
stitution, from Preamble to the Twenty- 
first Amendment, is that of a guarantee of 
the opportunity to work, live where one 
can afford to, etc. 


Equal Opportunity, or Not? 


Mr. Holman says, “. . . it is sought to 
level out gll inequalities so that the thrifty 
and the improvident, the industrious and 
the shiftless, shall be equal.” Either this 
statement is the worst type of distorting of 
facts, or the whole school system should 
be revamped, for under the present meth- 
od of teaching, students are being gross- 
ly misled. Which is it? Doesn't equality 
mean equality of opportunity, and allow 
each man to do as his several capabilities 
will allow? 

Mr. Holman further states, in referring 
to the recent Supreme Court decision de- 
nying the use of the courts to enforce re- 
strictive covenants as applied to residen- 
tial areas, that the court’s doctrine means 
that “Any group that wishes has a right 
to invade the private area of any other 
group.” 

I was alsa taught that we enjoy the 
privilege of acquiring property and appro- 
priating it as we desire at the sufferance 
of the Government—it is the same as pay- 
ing higher taxes to support a war or lend- 
ing the Government money in order to wage 
war in defense of the country. If the war 
was not won, the money might be of little 
value or that property we do have may be 
confiscated. 

So, here, how can one make a valid con- 


tract that has for its purpose the carrying 
into effect an act which is contrary not 
only to the law as'written, but to the very 
letter or the spirit upon-which the supreme 
law is predicated? Are not restrictive cove- 
nants the same as contracts made in pur- 
suance of crime, which are not enforceable 
and hence void? 

Furthermore, where did private individ- 
uals receive the authority to limit individ- 
ual opportunity? Also, from what author- 
ity do individuals derive the right to have 
private areas in our cities that exclude oth- 
ers because of race, color or creed? Does it 
not follow that, if the court upheld the 
validity of such covenants, it would in ef- 
fect be deputizing part of the people to 
enslave another part of the people, since 
covenants would limit the residential area? 


Why Fight Federal Aid? 


It necessarily follows that one group of 
individuals has. no right whatsoever to, 
restrict the rights, especially the opportu- 
nities, of another group, and at the same 
time adhere to our system of government, 
especially since its spirit is one of its sali- 
ent features. 

Again, Mr. Editor, I ask the question, 
“Has the time, effort and money spent 
thus far and that we would spend in the 
future been spent in vain?” 

Last, concerning education, why doesn’t 
Mr. Holman be frank and say that federal 
aid to education would mean better schools 
and the enlightenment of a greater num- 
ber of people, and if Congress so desires, 
the hastening of the end of segregation and 
discrimination, instead of that old “bolog- 
na” and stock argument that federal dom- 
ination necessarily issues with federal aid? 


Why Have a Government? 


Has Mr. Holman forgotten that the Fed- 
eral Government, just like individuals, has 
a moral obligation toward the people to 
insure adherance to approved standards, to 
do for the states those things which it can 
do better than the states can do for them- 
selves? If. not, then why have a national 
government? Why not let the states shift 
for themselves in al] matters? Why not let 
a complete state of anarchy exist? 

Certainly this was fot the aim of the 
Founding Fathers. Most assuredly, the 
greatness of their job is exemplified by the 
length and turbulence of the time which 
it has endured... Does Mr. Holman want 
the continuance of. this mask of ignorance 
in order to cause a greater permeating of 


segregation?

The Great Nature-W atcher 


THE INSECT WORLD OF J. HENRI FABRE, edited 
with an introduction and notes by Edwin Way Teale. 
(Dodd, Mead & Co., 333 pgs., $3.50.)

When talk turns to nature and natural- 
ists, there is probably no name, except 
Thoreau’s or Darwin's, that comes up as 
frequently as that of J. Henri Fabre. Thou- 
sands of people who may have heard of 
few other naturalists are familiar with the 
mame of Fabre. Many of them, indeed, 
probably think they have read his writings. 

As in the case of a great many other 
classics, however, Fabre has for years been 
in fact very little read. There have been 
two reasons. First, Fabre was prodigiously 
productive. His “Souvenirs Entomologiques” 
runs 10 volumes and nearly 1,000,000 words. 
What reader, wanting to-know a bit 
about insects, would tackle that gigantic 
sei’ Second, there has come into being a 
widespread notion—of the dimmest, to be 
sure, but still pervasive—that Fabre’s writ- 
ings are out-dated, old-fashioned and full 

of what modern aci- 
ence has found to be 
pious errors. 
What has _  =tiong 
been needed is a 
book of _ selections 
from Fabre’s’  im- 
mense output: a book 
which should cut 
down his huge stud- 
jes to readable di- 
mensions, give them 
intelligent annota- 
tion, explain briefly 
and clearly who and 
what Fabre was, and 
J. Héan Peber make it possible for 
a reader of today to 
rediscover, in pleasantly smal] doses, the 
entrancing writings of a very great man 
and very great naturalist. 

Providence occasionally produces a “nat- 
ural.” To the greater glory of Jean Henri 
Fabre, it has produced in our day Edwin 
Way Teale. Mr. Teale is a respected ento- 
mologist. He is a patient, painstaking man 
in research. His scientific accuracy is un- 
questioned. And he has read and loved 
Fabre. It would be impossible to imagine 
anyone better qualified to introduce and 
arrange a Fabre Reader. In “The Insect 
World of J. Henri Fabre” Mr. Teale has 
given us a work of expert scholarship, com- 
pression and readability. 

Fabre lived, as Mr. Teale dates it with 
dramatic effectiveness, from just two days 
after the death of Napoleon Bonaparte un- 
til World War I was under way. For some 
37 years of that long life, Fabre was the 
inhabitant of a’ tiny country holding (2.47 
acres) in Serignan Vaucluse. He called it 
his Eden; and he studied its insect life 
with a devotion and intensity that can have 
been given to few other little acreages on 
earth, He was no reader of scientific 
journals, no academic scientist at all. He 
went to nature. Hour after hour, day after 
day, he watched caterpillars, beetles, cica- 
das, mantids, wasps. He wrote what he 
saw, and how he interpreted it; and when 
these chronicles are cut with the acumen 
with which Mr. Teale has cut them, they 
become some of the most exciting nature- 
literature in the world.

In fact, the triumph achieved 
by bunching seven of their 11 hits 
into successive three-run innings 
was the Reds’ fourth in a row, the 
most they’ve won in one stretch 
this season, and Cincinnati now is 
only two games behind sixth-place 
Pittsburgh. 

So with Vander Meer right and 
the Redlegs on a streak of good 
baséball, the home-team victory 
became inevitable when the Cardi- 
nals played a sloppy game, com- 
mitting three errors, two of which 
combind to give Cincinnati two 
unearned iuns and shove Alpha 
Brazle out of the ball game in 
the fourth inning. Ted Wilks and 
Gerald Staley, both ineffective re- 
cently, were tagged hard in relief.

Crimes in St. Louis totaled 7865 
in the first six months of this 
year, an increase of 238, or 3 per 
cent, over the corresponding pe- 
riod in 1948, the Police Board re- 
ported yesterday. 

Increases were recorded in all 
but one of the major classes of 
crimes, the greatest rise being in 
robberies, which increased 38.7 per 
cent, from 320 to 444. The single 
decrease was in burglaries, which 
dropped from 2336 to 2098. 

The report, prepared for the 
board by Arthur C. Meyers Jr., 
‘ department statistician, was the 
first semi-annual one since Jan. 1, 
1948, when the department adopt- 
ed the uniform crime classifica- 
tion system recommended by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
While the number of crimes in- 


creased, police also reported an 
increase in the number of cases 
solved by arrests. The number 
solved this year totaled 2518, or 32 
per cent of the number of crimes, 
compared with 2304, or 30.2 per 
cent of the number of crimes in 
the first six months of 1948.

Burlington Request to Abandon 
2 Trains Granted by State Board 


Ruling May Affect Efforts of City Transit 
| Systems to Discontinue Profitless 
Feeder Lines. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 10— 
Authority to abandon two daily 
passenger trains between Laclede, 
Mo., and the Iowa border was 
granted to the Burlington Rail- 
road yesterday by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission, be- 
cause the trains were operated at 
a loss and there is no public need 
for the service. 

The commission overruled objec- 
tions of towns along the route, in- 
cluding Milan and Unionville, 
which contended discontinuance of 
the unprofitable trains was not 
justified because the railroad’s 
system-wide operations are profit- 
able. 

The Burlington’s request for au- 
thority to abandon the trains can- 
not be denied, the commission 
said, “merely because the appli- 
cant’s system-wide operation are 
at a profit in such amount as to 
absorb the losses incident to the 
continued operations of these two 
passenger trains.” 

Comment of Profits.

Competing motor bus lines, use of 
private automobiles on _ public 
highways and other factors had 
contributed to declining patron- 
age, it was said. The commission 
held there was no indication of 
any future patronage of the trains 
which would improve the situa- 
tion. 

“We are compelled,” the com- 
mission ruled, “to infer and to 
hold that there is now no public 
necessity for the continued opera- 
tion of these trains. To rule oth- 
erwise and to compel the con- 
tinued operation of these trains 
would amount to a denial of the 
applicant’s right to earn a fair re- 
turn upon its property used in 
and devoted to the operation of 
these trains.”

In Moravia and Bohemia the 
number of hours lost in factories 
through absenteeism has reached 
18.9 per cent of the full time 
worked, the paper said.

With the first suit still pending, 
Remington filed the new papers 
in United States District Court 
yesterday. Both actions stem 
from a television program on 
which Miss Bentley appeared. 
The new suit mames as de- 
fendants Lawrence E. Spivak, 
Martha Rountree and Press Pro- 
ductions, Inc., owners, and pro- 
ducers of the television program, 
“Meet the Press.” 

The earlier slander suit is 
against Miss Bentley, the National 
Broadcasting Co., and the General 
Foods Corp., sponsors of the pro- 
gram. 

Remington charges that re- 

marks made by Miss Bentley on 
the program “did convey the 
meaning” that he was a Commu- 
nist “while an employe of the 
United States.” 
Papers in the new suit quote the 
following question-and-answer text 
from a “Meet the Press” television 
show of Sept. 12, 1948:

Miss Bentley in July 1948 had 
told a Senate subcommittee that 
she was a prewar Communist spy 
courier, and sometimes went to 
Remington to try to get confiden- 
tial Government information. 

Remington, who denied the 
charges, was suspended from his 
Government job for a time, but 
later was reinstated after a loyal- 
ty review board cleared him of 
the accusations. 

Miss Bentley, who turned from 
Communism to Roman Catholi- 
cism, recently took a post as a 
political science teacher at Mun- 
delein College, a Catholic girl's 
school in Chicago. 


U.S. TANKERS SAID TO HAUL

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP)—

ENROUTE HOME FROM 
ATLANTA. 

HAVE said nothing so far 
| about the white paper on 

China, but on reading one of 
eur ablest columnist some days 
ago I noticed that he said the 
following: 

“This is tantamount to saying 
that there was no such thing as 
a sound or unsound, a right or 
a wrong, a wise or an unwise, 
policy toward the Chinese civil 
war. All policies were equally 
futile.” 

I think the review of Chinese 
history for the last 20 years gives 
one a feeling that this question 
in China became too big for any 
outside nation, no matter how 
strong, really to bring about the 
final decision what they desired 
within China. Had we been pre- 
pared to carry on a Major war 
against the Communist-dominated 
element in China, it would have 
taken vast resources and many 
men, and we would have done it 
with a divided country behind us. 

It seems to me that what this 
really proves is that no one great 
democracy can actually control 
and dominate another one. 

If the Chinese people as a whole 


are going to be democratic they 
will have to get together. This is 
no recent civil war. This is a war 
that has been going on for a very 
long time. China is too big a coun- 
try, it has too many*.people for 
any other nation to be able to 
fully control unless they wish to 
invade and control by force. 

THE COMMUNISTIC THEOR- 
IES are those of a dictatorship 
and it may be that for a time and 
on a part basis they May con- 
trol certain areas of China. But 
if the people of China do not be- 
come convinced Communists, not 
even the dictatorship sponsored 
by Communism will really run a 
stable government for the whole 
of China. 

I have a feeling that China is 
slowly emerging into a new and 
strange era. An unsettled situa- 
tion may be theirs for a long time 
but I doubt if we can do more 
than remain the friend of the Chi- 
nese people and be ready, when 
signs of stabjlity emerge, to help 
them in any way that it becomes 
apparent might be useful. 

Communists undoubtedly, 
through the leaders they have 
chosen, will try to dominate with 
their ideas. They may be able to 


, 


furnish a considerable amount of 
arms and ammunition, but it 
seems to me the vast undeveloped 
territory will swallow up great 
resources of the Soviet Union. It 
will be a long time before moving 
about in this great region is easy. 
To add the control of tremendous 


areas of China—and, of course, 


with control must go devélop- 
ment—would seem to strain the 
resources of any great nation, 
even those of Russia. 


* * * 


IT 18 FOR THIS REASON that 
I feel the influence of the United 
States, through diplomatic chan- 
nels, should be exerted to protect 
China from interference from 
without as far as possible. At the 
same time we must leave her free 
within, trying as far as our influ- 
ence goes, to give the Chinese 
People an opportunity to make 
their own choices and to work 
out their own salvation. 

When there is‘need of economic 
aid, then it may well be that the 
United States will be better pre- 
pared and geared to offer help in 
skills and organization than is the 
nation that now controls a large 
undeveloped area north of China.

Of course the batter 
filled the ring form almost full 
and it could do nothing but flow 
over into the oven when it started 
to bake. 

This cook might have used cer- 
tain 9inch tube cake pans care- 
lessly and also had a mess in her 
oven. In a tube pan with a re 
movable bottom, it is easy not to 
fit it down snugly against the 
rim all around. ith this much 
coating of shortening and crunch 
mixture on the bottom and sides 
of the pan, it could when heated 

run out any crevice in the 
bottom and fall onto the bottom 
of the oven to scorch and fil] the: 
kitchen with disagreeable odors.
